RESIDENTIAL SERVICE

APPLICABILITY
Applicable to firm natural gas service, which is comprised of commodity gas supply and local delivery service,
required for all domestic purposes in private residences, single occupancy apartments, and common use areas
of multi-occupancy buildings, when supplied at one point of delivery where distribution mains are adjacent to
the premises to be served.
